‘Everybody. who wears shoes,’ said 
Vice-President Oscar Johnson of the 
Roberts, Johnson & Rand Shoe Co., to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter Thursday, 
“gught to be interested in the vote te 
be taken Friday in the national House 
of Representatives on the item relating 
te hides in the new tariff bill. The 
bill as framed puts hides on the free 
list, removing the 15 per cent duty im- 
posed by the Dingley tariff a dozen 
years ago. 

“Tf hides are restored to the free 
list it will mean an open market for 
shoe manufactures, and the law of sup- 
ply and demand gradually will work to 
the benefit of the shoe-buying public. 
The 90,000,000 people in the United States 
today are paying about 75 cents a pair 
tore for shoes than they had to pay 
before the tariff on hides was exacted.”’ 

St. Louis, which now is the great- 

est shoe-manufacturing point in the 
United States, the value of the annual 
output exceeding that of Lowell, Mass., 
‘by several million dollars, is vitally in- 
terested in the removal of the hides 
The Beef Trust also is anxious 
about the matter and is making a des- 
perate effort to prevent Cdngress from 
“putting hides on the frée list. 
_ Hides constitute one of the chief by- 
products of the packers. In recent 
Vears, since the tariff was put on 
hides, the great packers have gone into 
the tanning business on a gigantic scale, 
fo that dat present the Beef Trust man- 
ufactures more leather than all the in- 
dependent tanners combined. 


Recf Trust as Shoemaker. 
Recently the Beef Trust has discussed 
the matter of going. into the business 
of manufacturing sloes. It is believed 
by local shoe manufacturers that if 

Congress restores hides to the free list 
the Beef Trust will not carry out its 
threat to extend its operations to this 
new field. 

The Beef Trust has presented to Con- 
gress petitions signed by. thousands of 
cattle growers in the Western and 
Southern States, protesting against the 

_ proposed removal of the 15 per cent duty 
‘on hides. On the other hand, the South- 

‘western Free Hide League has been or- 

ganized, and is fighting the Beef Trust 
in ite efforts to maintain the tariff. The 

Teague is officered by St. Louls shoe 

‘manufacturers, Jackson Johnson being 
president, {Wiliam D’Oench, secretary, 
“and A. D. Brown, treasurer. The offi- 
cers and George W. Brown, H. W. Pe- 
ters, Charles Swarts and W. H. Shel- 
by comprise the Executive Committee.

AURORA, IIL, 
son, a plumber, 


Ander- 
who had become un- 
balanced mentaliy, became suddenly vio- 
lent today and armed himself with two 
revolvers, a shotgun and three bombs, 
which he fastened by 
means of a harness. 

He started out to kill the inhabitants 
of a city block in which he said malici- 
ous gossip concerning himself ha: been 
circulated. He killed one woman. wouncd- 
ed her husband, shot another woinan 
and then committed suicide. 

The dead are: 

MRS. JOHN M. VIC KER, shot 
through heart as she ran toward room 
Where her children was playing. 

JOHN ANDERSON, committed suicide 
by blewing off head with shotgun. 

The injured: 

MRS. JOHN BELFORD; flesh wound 
and broken arm from pistol bullets. 

JOHN McVICKER, scalp grazed by 
bullet. 

Anderson’s yiolent manner and his 
insane armament terrorized the scores 
to whom he announced his* intentions. 
That his already weakened mind had 
completely given way was obvious. 
Doors were locked and barred and wom- 
en and children fled to cellars and at- 
tics as they saw him walking along the 
street, scrutinizing the different 
houses, as if undecided where to begin. 

The first stop he made was at the 
home of Mrs. John McVicker, probably 
his oldest and best friend. Mrs. Mc- 
Vicker and her husband had repeatedly 
befriended Anderson, who was a wid- 
ower. 

Woman Skot Thrangh Heart, 

With a pistol in each hand, Anderson 
began firing. The first bullet grazed Mr. 
McVicker’s scalp. Mrs. McVicker ran to- 
ward the kitchen, where her four 
children were playing. She fell dead 
across the threshold with a bullet 
through her heart. 

Apparently satisfied, Anderson ieft the 
place and proceeded to the home of John 
Belford, a few doors distant. . Ander- 
son’s resentment was centered in Bel- 
ford, whom he accused, neighbors state, 
without a shade of reason of circulat- 
ing slanderous stories about him. Mrs. 
Belford and her mother, Mrs. Amanda 
Minton, 80 years old ahd blind, were 
alone in the heuse. 

Anderson opened fire with his pistol 
on Mrs. Belford. One bullet inflicted 
a flesh wound and another shattered 
her arm and she fell to the floor. 

Spared Blind Woman, 

Mrs. Minton, hearing but not seeing, 
rose from the couch vn which she had 
been resting and began groping her 
Way across the room. Anderson, how- 
ever, paid no attention to her. 

By this time the neighberhood had 
become aroused and men were gather- 
ing in the street. Anderson walked to 
the window and peered out. Then he 
returned to the center of the room, 
picked up his shotgun from the table 
on which he had placed it, and blew off 
his own ‘head. 

Mrs. Minton, in moving blindly about, 
had returned to the couch just as An- 
derson’s headless body fell across it. 

To the fact that he fell on this yield- 
ing surface is due the failure of the 
bombs strapped to his person to explode. 
They were homemade, and it is be- 
lieved were carried by Anderson in or- 
der to make sure of his own death in 
case of accident to his other weapons. 

It was an hour before the neighbor- 
hood calmed down sufficiently to un- 
lock doors and windows.

Must Leave French 
Territory. 





FORT DE FRANCE, April 8.—Shortly 
after returning from a drive through 
Fort de France this morning, Cipriano 
Castro became suddenly ill. He com- 
plained of severe pain in the abdomen, 
and it was apparent he suffered great- 
ly. The wound left by the operations 
performed in Berlin has opened, and 
his condition undoubtedly is grave.. 

The former President of Venezuela 
was informed today of the decision of 
the French Government to expel him 
from Martinique. He appeared not to 
believe the news, 

France Expels Castro, 

PARIS, April 8&—The French Gov- 
ernment decided today to expel Cipriano 
Castro, the former President of Vene- 
zuela, frem the French Island of Mar- 
tinique on the ground that his presence 
there was likely to foment a revolution 
in Venezuela. 

Castro landed in Martinique yesterday, 
when notified that the British would not 
let him land in Trinidad. His plan was 
to stay in Trinidad until the time was 
ripe for him to land in Venezuela and 
sieze the presidency. 

He has not been excluded from Vene- 
zuela, but has been warned that he would 
be imprisoned if he landed there. 

May Have to Go Back, 

The decision to expel him from Mar- 
tinique followed consideration of a ca- 
blegram from M. Jusserand, the French 
Ambassador at Washington, giving an 
account of his conference with Secre- 
tary of State Knox yesterday. 

The decree of expulsion will be com- 
municated to Castro immediately, 
through the Prefect of Fort de France, 
where Castro now is. 

It is presumed here that the Govern- 
ment of the United States, which 
initiated the exchanges with foreign 
governments to prevent Castro frem 
establishing headquarters close to the 
Venezuelan coast, will prevent him mak- 
ing his way to the mainland on a sail- 
ing vessel. This course will leave Cas- 
tro the alternative of taking refuge on 
one of the Danish West India Islands 
or returning to Europe.

Marks of Identification Had 
Been Removed From His 
Apparel. 


Leaves which almost covered the bedy 
of a man found by soldiers on the Jef- 
ferson Barracks reservation are believed 
by Coroner Bracy to have been placed 
by the man himself in the attempt at 
a self-burial which would prevent dis- 
covery of his body. High winds, blow- 
ing the leaves away from the breast, 
thwarted this purpose. 

A verdict of suicide was returned by 
a jury impaneled by the St. Louis Coun- 
ty Coroner Thursday. The finding was 
based on the bottle of acid, half empty, 
which was in the coat pocket, and the 
apparent burns about the mouth, 

The verdict did not account for the 
mysterious buggy tracks which were 
found leading to and encircling a tree, 
from which a narrow footpath runs to 
the spot, 150 feet away, where the body 
was found. 


Although death apparently occurred 


two weeks ago, the body, lying in a 
part of the reservation frequently 
crossed by soldiers, was not found until 
Wednesday afternoon. This, together 
with the buggy tracks, was taken at 
first as indicating that the man might 
have been murdered elsewhere, and his 
body taken to the spot in a carriage 
by others and covered with sticks and 
leaves in the sinkhole where it was 
found 
Marks Removed From Clothing. 

That murder had hot been committed 
fer the purpose of robbery appeared 
from the fact that the trousers’ pocket 
contained $11.73. A further indication 
of suicide, as the Coroner’s jury re- 
garded it, was the fact that the marks 
had been removed from the modish, 
and in some cases costly, articles of 
clothing. 

The only marks found were on two 
white linen handkerchiefs, on one of 
which was penne “F. H.,’’ and on the 
other ‘‘890.”’ 

Attempts at identification by soldiers 
St the Barrack#And by farmers living 
in the neighborhood, failed, and the 
body will be buried in the Evangeiica! 
Lutheran Cemetery on the Lemay Fer- 
ry road. 

The shoes attracted especial attention. 
They were apparently of the kind cost- 
ing not less than $6 a pair, and were of 
the style known as “half high,” be- 
tween the height of the ordinary shoe 
and the riding beot.

The suit, of dark brown checked ma- 
te::al, seemed to be tailor-mace A 
tag had been torn from the inner pock- 
et, in the place where tailers usually 
record the name of the customer and 
the date of making. The maker's tag 
was also torn from the collar. . The suic 
of porous knit. underwear shewed the 
removal of a laundry mark, as did the 
soft white linen shirt, under tae limp 
coilar of which passed a blue four-in- 
hand tie. 

The hair was brown and heavy, and 
the teeth were complete, except for the 
upper right first bicuspid, which wore 
a gold crown. The index finger of the 
right hand was bent at the first joint. 

The man was apparently 27 years old, 
and was smooth-shaven. His hat, of 
light felt and of telescope pattern, 
lay under the leaves near the body. The 
sweatband was torn, as if a name had 
been removed. 

‘Roy L. McMichaels, a recruit in the 
Sixteenth company, found the body while 
he was hurrying threugh the woods to 
join Charles Holloday, a cornet soloist, 
who was practicing. He got a glimpse 
of the coat, at the bottom of a sink 
hole, and called Holloday. The two, 
after viewing the body, netified the bar- 
racks authorities.

Their testi- 
mony did not develop any new facts to 
counteract the evidence of Mrs. Samp- 
son’s mother, Mrs. Allyn, and ether wit- 


nesses yesterday where statements in- 
dicated that Mrs. Sampson did not kill 
her husband. 

Mrs. Gertrude Sampson, sister of Har- 
ry, said she visited the Allyn home the 
day of the shooting and asked for Geer- 
gia, but did not see her. 

Mrs. Sampson was follawed on thezg 
stand by her mother, Mrs. Harriet 
Sampson, who said she had called at the 
Allyn home the day her son was shot. 

On cross-examination Mrs. Sampson 
said Mrs. Allyn asked her if she want- 
ed to see Georgia and she replied that 
she did not. 

‘‘What did Mrs. Allyn say?’’ 

“ ‘If you don't want to see her, you 
need not,’’’ said Mrs. Sampson. 

Letter Writer Identified. 

Perry Sampson, a brother of Harry, 
said he was at the Allyn home the Sun- 
day of the shooting, but did not see 
Georgia. 

Earl Servess of Macedon testified that 
he knew Robert Manson, who, he said, 
had visited him Jast summer. Manson, 
it had been testified, wrote a letter to 
Georgia Sampson inviting her and Mil- 
dred Servess to spend a few days at 
Niagara Falls. 

Mrs. John Ebert, wife of a neighbor 
of Harry Sampson, said she went to 
the Allyn house after the shooting and 
during the day she cut up a piece of 
cheese, which she found wrapped in a 
piece of paper. 
cheese Harry Sampson is supposed to 
have had in his hand when shot. 

District Attorney Gilbert took the wit- 
ness stand and offered in evidence the 
shirts worn by Harry Sampson at the 
time of his death. The box of cart- 
ridges and the fatal bullet were ad- 
mitted in evidence. 

Miss Mildred Servess of Macedon was 
then called. 

She is but 14 vears old. She said she 
and Georgia Sampson were good friends 
and took frequent trips on the trolley 
Palmyra and Rochester. She 
said that during a fair at Fairport they 
rode several times on a merry-go-round 
and were addressed by two young men. 
Miss .Servess said neither Georgia opr 
herself had anything to do with the 
young men. 

Mrs. Mary F. Allyn, mother of the 
strangely self-possessed prisoner, risked 
her life in taking the witness stand. 
She is suffering from heart disease, 
and twice: within the last month her 
death seemed to be but a question of 
hours. But mother-love conquered the 
weakness of her failing heart, and ig- 
noring the pain and the risk, old Mrs. 
Allyn gave ner testimony. It was won- 
derful testimony, too. 

All that Mrs. Allyn seemingly could 
remember pointed straight to the con- 
clusion that Harry Sampson had taken 
his life with his own hand. When the 
probe of searching questions touched 
a danger spot the heroic woman in the 
witness chair found safety in an in- 
ability “to remember clearly.’ 

Out of the meuths of Mrs. Allyn, 
the prisoner’s mother; Frank P. Allyn, 
her father; Carl and Frank Allyn, her 
brothers, and John Ebert, a friend 
and neighbor, every bit of evidence 
promised by the District Attorney in 
his opening address to the jury was 
flatly disproved.

Evidence Was a Surprise. 

Ur to the moment of this testimony 
every student of the puzzling case was 
wondering how Sampson could have held 
the muzzle of the rifle against his heart 
and reach the trigger at the same time. 
This looked to be a physical imposs{bji- 
ity, considering the length of the rifle 
barrel. But Ebert's yardstick made the 
situation as clear as day to everyone 
who believed in the suicide story. 

To add to the District Attorney's per- 
turbation, grave uncertainties developed 
as to the outer shirt, presumably worn 
by Harry Sampson at the time of the 
shooting, and an exhibit in the case. 
There are indications that it is the 
wrong shirt. The alleged bullet hole in 
its breast which shows no marks of 
powder—in proof of the Prosecutor’s 
contention that the shot was fired from 
a distance—is on the right side.

Excise Commissioner Permits 


. Herman Burger to Resume 
Business. 








HAS A MONTH TO RUN 


Former “Czar”? Would Have 
Kept the Place Closed, 
He Declares. 


—— 


Excise Commissioner Caulfield has 
permitted Herman Burger to reopen his 
saloon at 934 North Eighth street, which 
Thomas E. Mulvihill ordered closed 
shortly before quitting the excise of- 
fice. Mulvihill says he would have kept 
it closed. 

The different views of the case taken 
by the former ‘Czar’ and his rotund 
end broad-beamed successor indicate a 
change in the policy of the office. 

“T closed Burger’s place,’’ said Mulvi- 
bill Thursday, “because it was run by 
another man and because it looked to me 
as if the license had been surreptitiously 
transferred. A great deal of trouble 
had been caused by a system of license 
brokerage, by which a man would get a 
license merely to sell it to some man 
who might be disqualified from getting 
a license for ‘himself. When I got after 
these fellows, they would always insist 
hat the new proprietor was merely man- 
ager for the man holding the license. 

No Violation of the Law 

“In this case I learned that a replevin 
suit had been filed against the saloon 
by Herman Burger to obtain a quantity 
of liquors. It did not seem to me that 
a man would be suing himself and it 
seemed clear to me that Burger had 
sold out the business. The brewery agent 
told me the plaintiff in the replevin suit 
‘vas another man of the same name as 
the licensee, and was very insistent on 
having the place reopened. But as the 
matter stood when I went out of office, 
I would have kept it closed. I would 
not have revoked the license, for there 
was no charge ot violation of the dram- 
shop laws.’ 

Commissioner Caulfield said: ‘“‘As I un- 
derstand the case, Burger is a Jew, 
keeping a saloon in an Italian neigh- 
borhood. He found that, to get the 
Italian trade, he had to have a bar- 
tender of that nationality, and had to 
keep away from the place himself. 
“As to the réplevin suit, it appears 
that it was filed by another Herman 
Burger, a distillery agent. In view of 
all the circumstances, and as the license 
has only a month longer to run, I de- 
cided to let Burger open up and try 
to make enough to repay his invest- 
ment. If his license had been revoked, 
I would not have granted another. No 
one whose license is revoked can get 
another from this office.’

The House went into committee of the 

whole at 9:30 e’clock last night. Oppo- 
nents of the bill immediately started a 
filibuster. The session dragged along 
until 2:30 a. m., innumerable amendments 
being offered and motions made only to 
be howled down. 
About every five minutes some tired 
member moved that the committee take 
a recess. Some members then began 
throwing, paper balls and rubber mats 
taken from under cuspidors. The chair- 
man was*finally compelled to take no- 
tice of this horse play, but despite his 
protest the members continued te keep 
the air full of missiles. At 5:35 a. m. 
an adjournment was taken, only a small 
portion of the bill having been consid- 
ered.

Mr. Wells Has Given No Inti- 
mation of His Intentions 
on Subject. 








Mayor Wells has given no intimation 
as to whether or rot he will sign the 
three bills requiring the Frisco, Missouri 
Pacific and Oak Hill roads to depress 
their tracks and build street level 
bridges at their Park avenue, Manches- 
ter road and Tower Grove avenue Cross- 


ings. 
The bills have been ‘in his hands since 


March 31. If he does not sign them 
by noon Friday they will become; laws. 
If he vetoes them before that time they 


cannot again be passed by the present 
Municipal Assembly which will be dis- 
solved Saturday. 

In the case of a veto the bills would 
have to be introduced again in the new 
Assembly. 

Pressure on the Mayor, 

Much pressure has been brought to 
bear on the Mayor by both sides. The 
railroads and corporations and firms 
having manufacturing interests in the 
neighborhood of the proposed depressed 
crossings have attempted to show him 
that it would injure business interests 
to change the present crossings. 

In addition the railroads have assert - 
ed that it is unfair to force them to 
pay all the expenses incident to making 
the changes. 

On the other hand many business and 
civic organizations have urged that he 
sign the billg and thereby effectively 
start the movement to abolish all grade 
crossings within the city limits. 

The only advocate of the bills who 


has personally appeared before the. 


Mayor and urged him to sign them is 
Frank H. Gerhart, chairman of the 
Grade Crossing Committee of the Real 
Estate Exchan@e. 

Congestion ct Crossing. 

Mr. Gerhart read to the Mayor a long 
statement in which he said that the 
congestion of traffic at these crossings 
is so great that they not only delay 
traffic but make it extremely danger- 
ous. 

In support of his assertion as to con- 
gestion, he pointed to the fact that the 
United Railways Co.’s’ schedule allows 
motormen seven minutes in which to 
cross the grade crossing at Tower Grove 
station. 

He pointed out also that in other 
cities : railroads have been forced to

Low Ming Bork, irnperial investiga- 


tor of mining, commerce and agricul- 
ture for the Governor of Kwong Si, 
China, is in St. Louis to interest his 
countrymen in a proposition to return 
to the Orient to live. He proposes to 
open up mines, build railroads and cul- 
tivate the lands so that the Chinese 


may find employment in their own coun- 
try, without having to gp to other coun- 
tries to earn a livelihood. 

The Imperial Commissioner has em- 
ployed Young Morris, son of Young 
Wing, an expert mining engineer of 
New York, to return to China to open 
up gold and silver mines. The engi- 
neer will be paid’a salary of $1000 a 
month by the Chinese Government to 
take charge of the mining work. 


Neo Demand for Metals. 

“I am here as the representative of 
Chong Man Ke, the Governor ef Kwong 
Si,” said the imperial commissioner to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter at the Ameri- 
can Hotel. “About 6000 years ago we 
discovered many gold and silver mines 
in China, but as the people merely ex- 
changed their goods for something else 
they wanted, there was little or ne de- 
mand for the precious metals. 

“We are now making considerabl- 
progress, and I want to find Chinamen 
experienced in American mines to re- 
turn home to work in oar own mines. 
I have engaged an expert mining engi- 
neer, who was sent from China to Yale 
and Columbia colleges, to return and 
open the mines. He is now buying min- 
ing machinery and tools in New York, 
and will soon sail ror Europe. Mr. 
Young has been engaged in mining in 
Mexico, Canada and Cuba, and is ‘an 
expert. 

Will Opem Mines. 

“As conditions exist in China we have 
no work for our people. Your country 
has passed an exclusion act so that 
Chinamen cannot come here. That 
causes an ill feeling between the two

It was stated in these that 
McClure would probably have five gold 
teeth’ removed from his mouth in ‘an 
effort to conceal his identity and police 
of the various cities were advised to 
watch the offices of dentists. 

Last week McClure went to a dentist 
in Houston and had three gold teeth re- 
moved from the lower part of his mouth 
and two from the upper section.

The change in McClure’s appearance 
was immediately noticed by Detective 
Gray who stopped at the same hotel 
with McClure and who knew him only 
as Prof. A. H. Ward,-a name he had 
assumed prior to establishing a dancing 
academy and theatrical school in.

McClure, who is 50 years old, blames 
another employe of the sewing machine 
company for his downfall. He says the 
other man evolved the scheme by which 
the company was robbed and that he 
(McClure) shared only a small portion 
of the proceeds. He says the other man 
advised him te run away and told him 
he would get not less than ten -years in 
the penitentiary if he stood trial. 

Scared Into Wleeing. 

‘He took me buggy riding and paid 
all my expenses after I was brought 
back from Texaa’ last year,” said Mc- 
Clure. ‘“‘He would not let me get out of 
his sight. He frightened me so that I’ 
finally decided to flee. I had $40 and 
he gave me $30 toward my expenses. I 
went to Galveston, intending to work 
my way by steamer 'to New York. I 
failed in this and then went to Houston, 
where I obtained employment in a res- 
taurant.. I worked there until I had 
saved some money and then opened the 
academy with B. 8. Bristow of Hous- 
ton as a partner. 

“T knew all the polfce of Houston. I 
hobnobbed with them daily and I do not 
believe they would have detected me 
had I not changed my teeth.”

Louis the last time his wife and baby 
boy were living at 13083A North King’s 
highway.

Of this sum, $692, 
292.82 found its way into the pockets of 
Ryan, Whitney, Widener, Dolan, Elkins 
Moore and Schley. |

the checks for $111,662.78 declared that 
tn January, 1900, Mr. Whitney borrowed 
$100,000 from him to use for the benefit 
of the Metropolitan Street Railway Co., 
and that the $111,652.78 check was merely 
ek Sment of the loan with interest.

Mr Whitney was never definitely ex- 
i, He died long before the Public 
Service Commission’s investigation. It 
was intimated the $500,000 contributed by 
the five men formed the Méetropolitan’s 
“yellow dog” fund, from which legisla- 
tivé, political and other secret expenses, 
not ordinarily entered in the books of 
the corporation, were paid. 

The money sent to Moor & Schley,the 
stock brokers, was in settlement of a 
debt Mr. Whitney had owed that firm 
since November, 1901. Why the funds 
of the Metropolitan Securities Co.

ney’s stock brokerage debts was never 
explained. This money has been re- 
turned to the Securities company by the

Three Hundred Political Jobs 
to Be Distributed Be- 
fore May 1. 








MORE IN TWO YEARS 





New Heads of Departments. 
Superintendents, Etc., Will 
Be Appointed Then. 





More than three hundred large; suc- 
culent pieces of political pie, costing the 
taxpayers $25,000 a month, will be ready 
for distribution among Republican poli- 
ticlans and workers before May 1. The 
dispensation of these favors will be the 
duty—it isn’t a pleasure, after all—of 
the nine Republican officials, elected 
Tuesday, unless they ask a boss or two 
to help them with the job. 

In two more years all the other offi- 
cial, clerical and other positions to be 


filled by appointment of the new Mayor 
will be at the disposal of the faithful. 
These constitute practically all the 
heads of departments, superintendents 
and employes of the various municipal 
hospitals, eleemosynary and correctional 
institutions and hundreds of miscella- 
neous berths. They represent a pay- 
roll of more than $100,000 a month. 
Piaces to Be Filled. 
The subordinate jobs which are to be 


handed out in the mext three weeks are 


six in the Mayor’s office, 13 under the 
Auditor, 23 under the Comptroller, seven 
under the Treasurer, the same number 
in the City Register’s office, about 40 
in the Assessor's department, 90 under 
the. President of the Board of Public 
Improvements, 60 under the Collector, 
60 under the Building Commissioner and 
City Hall Commission, Smoke Inspector 
and in the House of Delegates and City 
Council. 

The present City Register, President 
of- the Board of Public Improvements 
and Inspector of Weights and Meas- 
ures are Republicans, but were not re- 
elected. Their patronage will be -dis- 
pensed by their Republican successors. 
As Register Regan, President O’Reffly 
and Inspector Layton do not stand well 
with the leaders of their party, it is: €x- 
pected that, their employes will fare no 
better “thréugh. the Republican victory 
than the Democrats will. 

Good Salaries Carried. 

Among the positions at the disposal 
of the new Republican officials there 
are about 30 which carry salaries of 
from $150 up to $208 a month. Included 
in these are the secretary to the Mayor, 
Smoke Inspector,. assistants to , the 
President of the Board of Public ‘Im- 
provements, deputies in the Comptrol- 
ler’s office, deputy assessors and clerks 
in the Auditor’s office. 

Two fat jobs will be filled by the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly. One of these is secre- 
tary of the Council and the other Clerk 
of the House of Delegates. Each pays 
$208 a month. In addition, there is in 
each body an assistant clerk, at $150 a 
month, and a sergeant-at-arms, who re- 
ceives $125 a month. 

Until the Street Commissioner, Sewer 
Commissioner, Water Commissioner, 
Park Commissioner, Harbor and Wharf 
Commissioner, Héalth Commissioner, 
City Counselor, Bui'ding Commissioner, 
Supply Commissioner, Collector of Wa- 
ter Rates, Chief ot the Fire Depart- 
ment, police judges, city attorneys, su- 





perintendents of the Workhouse, Indus- 
trial School, City Jailer, ete., are ap- 
pointed two years hence, a great many 
workers will have to go hungry. Nine- 
ty-five per cent of the berths which 
are the most profitable and valuable 
from a political viewpoint are under 
those officials. 
Wells te Issue Proclamation. 

Mayor Wells Thursday issued a 
proclamation convening the Municipal 
Assembly next Saturday. At this spe- 
cia} session the legislators will ascertain 
the result of the election, notify the 
Mayor of the result and make arrange- 
ments for the inauguration of the new 
executive, 

No “‘slate’’ as to the clerkships in the 
House of Delegates has yet been framed 
by the Republican politicians. It is cer- 
tain that all the places will go to Re- 
publicans. Sam Stannard, a former Del- 
egate, has received assurance from Jep- 
tha D. Howe that he will be named as 
Secretary of the Council, but [t is not 
beyond doubt that some of the newly 
elected councilmen will object to that 
program. 

Louis C. Hehl, at present Assistant 
Secretary of the Council, may be re- 
tained in that position. He is a Repub- 
lican and worked hard for the ticket. 
It is likely that he will retain the sup- 
port of Councilman Schneiderhahn, who 
was instrumental in his original appoint- 
ment,

if your phagocytes are on the job, you 

needn’t worry about bacteria. And the 
more irregular your manner of life is, 
the more likely you are to have a fine, 
active little squad of a few million 
phagocytes traveling with you and 
chewing up the germs that try to harm 
you. 
- That is why Dr. T. A. Martin of 3863 
Washington avenue approves the state- 
ment of Dr. Sheldon Leavitt of the Right 
Living League, who said in an addrere 
in Chicage that men of regular habits 
were weaklings, and that men should 
get used to going without a meal or a 
night’s sleep occasionally. The man of 
irregular habits, he said, is the man 
who is ready for an emergency. 

“A great many persons,” said Dr. 
Martin to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Wednesday, ‘‘are afraid of germs, with- 
out realizing that there are friendly 
germs, as well as harmful ones. 

“The phagocytes are the _ friendly 
germs, and they devour theunfriendly, or 
pathogenic germs. It is my be- 
lief that phagocytes are most abun- 
dant and strongest with a man who 
can rough it, who doesn’t follow fixed 
rules too rigidly, and that very method- 
ical and erderly folks suffer from a lack 
Of phagocytes, leaving them without 
protection against the attacks of per- 
niclous micro-organisms.”’ 


Instead of Garden Seed. 
Well, Well! Let’s write to our Con- 


gressman, and see if he can’t get a 
few culture-tubes full of phagocytes 
shipped éut to us, instead of that ever- 
lasting garden seed we never use. 
Belgian phagocytes, please, if they have 
any, so that they will multiply faster. 

Or, perhaps, if the Government hasn't 
any phagocytes to distribute some of 
the nickel-in-the-slot inventors’ will 
get us a machine which, when the but- 
ton is pressed, will sprinkle us with 
phagocytes, instead of the cheap per- 
fumery that only: makes our wives sus- 
Picious, 

No. Wrong again. Phagocytes don't 
come on the coat lapel. They come in 
the bloed. The dictionaries agree that 
a phagocyte is a kind of leucocyte, and 
that a leucocyte is a minute mass of 
protoplasm found in the blood. 


So the only way to get them is to 
go at it as Dr. Martin and Dr. Leav- 
itt suggest. Instead of staying in and 
reading the May magazines tonight, go 
out and take in a fancy dress ball, or 
@ moving picture show. Let home meals 
go for a few days—they’re always the 
same old seven and six—and try a few 
high-priced cafe collations: also a few 
cheap lunches at the Sign of the Greasy 
Spoon, If you stay at home all night, 
put in a few hours walking with the 
baby. Get an owl car timetable and 
use it. Get on a jury in some case that 
is likely to cause a deadlock and keep 
you up two or three nights. Cut out 
the even-tenor idea and hit the high 
places for a while. 


You may feel “all in” after a few 
days of that sort of thing, but you will! 
have the comfort of knowing that you 
have a phagocyte phalanx standing 
guard over you, and that the bad germs 
that come prowling around have no 
more chance to escape than the lions 
around Mombasa will have. 

















There is another view of the matter. 
Dr. R. Emmet Kane says he would 
advise his patients to live as regularly 
as they can, in the betief that they 
will live longer, even if they don’t have 
so much excitement. 

“The physician is a very’good example 
of the man with irregular habits,”’ said 
Dr. Kane. “His sleep is frequently 
broken, and his meals are not taken 
at uniform times. Physicians do not 
live as long as meno in eallings which 
permit regular, methodical life. 

“Men who worry about other people’s 
affairs, as bankers do, lose sleep and 
lack rest for their brains, and they do 
not live as long as the ordinary busi- 
ness man, who has his regular hours, 
as clergymen, who have their fixed 
schedules of duty and recreation. The 
athlete who trains regularly wins over 
the one who trains only a few weeks 
at a time.”’ 

Dr. M. Dwight Jennings said: ‘“‘There 
is a grain of truth, perhaps, in what Dr. 
Leavitt says, but as a whole the ad- 
vice is dangerous.”’ 

‘“‘Men should seek variety in work and 
in diet, but by no means irregularity,”’ 
said Dr. Gib W. Carson. “The busi- 
ness man should not be too steady in the 
application to his task—he should play 
golf, for instance. For sleeping, I know 
of no rule but the greatest possible 
regularity.”’

RICHMOND, Va., April 8.—Police Jus- 
tice John Jeter Crutchfield added to the 
urwritten law this morning that no 
woman should make her ‘husband go 
home before 10:30 o’clock at night. 

Mrs. Katherine Shelpin objected to her 
husband staying out after dark. Shelpin 
had been in the habit of visiting a neigh- 
bor and sitting on the porch and talking 
politics. She paid a little neighborly 
visit herself, found her husband and 
administered such a severe tongue-lash- 
ing that the neighbor took the matter 
before the police. 

It developed at the hearing that Shel- 
pin had frequently stayed out as late 
as 9:30 o’clock at night, although his 
better half had positively forbidden such 
late hours, 

‘“‘We married men,” said the Judge, in 
adjudicating the matter, “are not al- 
lowed much liberty, I know, but you 
have no right to keep your husband 
in the house ajl the time. You have got 
to let him have some recreation. I know 
ou are his wife and all that, but I-won’t 
stand for your not letting him go out. 

“In fact, your husband has almost as 
many rights as you have, and you have 
got to respect them. I agree with you 
that he should not stay out all night, 
but you must let him smoke his cigar 
and talk politics all he wants to.

Co-operative meat shops, pledged to 
sell kosher meat at not more than 11 
cents a pound, and depending on the 
pledged support of° 150 families each, 
will be established by the Co-Operative 
Butchers’ Association. The association, 
at a meeting attended by 600 men and 
women in Tpheris Israel Synagogue, 
Ninth and Wash streets, Wednesday 
night, authorized a committee of nine 
te rent and equip shops at ence. 

Three men, said to have been butch- 
ers, interrupted the meeting frequently 
by asking questions of Chairman Na- 
than Harris, as he spoke denouncing the 
butchers for charging 14 and 16 cents 
a pound for meat. Harris ordered the 
men repeatedly to be quiet, and they 
left after several men standing near 
them had refused to gratify their ap- 
parent desire to start arguments. 

“The high prices which the kosher 
butchers are charging,’ declared Sam 
Robinson, secretary of the association, 
in a speech, “are driving the poorer 
cnes among our people to the. Gentile 
butcher shops, where they get meat 
which, compared to the kosher meat, is 
as water to wine.” 


Butchers Failed to Confer. 


M. Truse spoke at length, saying the 
butchers had promised to confer with 
the backers of the co-operative move- 
ment, but had failed to appear for the 
conference. A. gray-bearded man found 
fault with Truse for speaking so long, 
and the chairman ruled that speeches 
should be limited to W minutes. 

Sam Sigiloff, treasurer, said arrange- 
ments had been made to buy meat at 
8 cents a pound for the co-operative 
shop, assuring the dealers 3 cents 
profit. He would not tell who had 
agreed to furnish the meat at this 
price, saying the butchers would try to 
block the deal if they knew. 

Harris offered his resignation as preg- 
ident of the association because of criti- 
cisms which he had heard, and Sigiloff 
declared he was too busy to serve long- 
er as treasurer. John Elliman was elect- 
ed in Sigiloff's place, but the resigna- 
tion of Harris was not accepted. 


Meat From Packing Houses. 

Meat prepared after the kosher fash- 
ion ig provided by the big packing 
houses under special arrangements, the 
schochet, or kosher butcher, being ap- 
pointed in each case by a rabbi of an 
orthodox Jewish congregation. The pe- 
cullarity of the kosher process is that 
the veins are cut out before the meat 
is quartered, the animal having first 
been thoroughly bled. 

It was stated after the meeting that 
nearly $600 worth of the stock of the 
association had been disposed of, and 
that two or three shops would be opened 
at once. The consumption of kosher 
meat in the St. Louis Ghetto is esti- 
mated at 65,000 pounds a week. The in- 
crease in prices has been going on for 
several, weeks, and speakers at the 
meeting said that, unless it was resist- 
ed, meat would soon be 18 cents a 
pound.

A bird which has 
survived the trials of severe winter and 
is trying to build a nest should surely 
be exempt while her preparations for 
brooding are going forward, and when 
she is least likely to be on the alert 
against heartless men with guns. 

Spring shooting is condemned by 
sportsmanly feeling, by common hu- 
manity and by every principle of ex- 
pediency. The barbarism should be fm- 
possible in Wisconsin.

| SPRINGFIELD, Ill., April 8—A bill 
ailmea at the manufacture of inferior 
shoes was offered in the House by 
Representative Kowalski today. It was 
referred to the Committee on Manufac- 
tures. 

The bill is hinwn along the lines of 
the pure food law and is patterned after 
a law now effective in Iowa. It pro- 
vices that manufacturers who offer 
shoes on the market which are made 
partly of paper or wood pulp, shall la- 
bel the shoes to advise the public that 
the use of leather was too expensive. 

‘Another provision of the proposed 
law provides that shoes made in State 
prisons also shall be labeled and that 
dealers shall confess to customers that 
shoes are of inferior quality, or that 
they are prison made..

The date shows that the picture was 
Painted when Rembrandt was 23. It is 
about twe feet six Inches square, and 
it represents the dance of Salome be- 
fere Herod, with the Baptist’s head on
